That was the offi¬ 
cial position and I can speak to my tenure.

CiA double agent, then later suriaced 
with the anti-Castro Cubans in various 
attempts to r|(l Cuba of the communist 
dictator. Bui there are two things in 
Hemming's pas( that the CIA, manip¬ 
ulating HSCA, Vrdll be able to use to tie 
him to the JFK assassination. 

First, Castro'.s forjner mistress, 
Marita Lorenz (now an anti-Casi:aiie 
iierselO, has idetUified Henuning, uiong 
with Oswald and others as being part of 
the secret squad assigned to kill 
President Kennedy. And secondly,
